Passes; Election On Feb. 26; 


Graves’ Measures Enacted 


MONTGOMERY, Jan, 238.--The 
Alabama Senate Tuesday after- 
noon by a vole of 29 to 3 passed 
the House bill calling an election 
on February 26 to ullow the voters 
of Alabama to determine whether 
or not the Legislature of Alabama 
should modify the statewide prohi- 
bition laws, 

The referendum election propos- 
al met opposition from the start 
from Senator Miller Bonner of 
Wileox, Bonner made sev- 
eral attempts to amend the bill 
but in every case they were un- 
successful, Those who favored the 
House referendum bill, generally 
regarded as a fair bill by both 
wets and drys, number 18 on only 
two occasions and on other votes 
there were from 26 to 29 who 
favored the House bill as against 
the Bonner amendments. 

The referendum bill was the 
third piece of administration legis- 
lation enacted by the Legislature 
during the day, The Senate pre- 
viously had passed a House bill 
providing for the consolidation of 
the offices of the State Fire Mar- 
shal and the State Insurance Com- 
missioner and increasing from one 
to three the members of the State 
Highway Commission, 

A State pension bill providing 
for payment of not more than $30 
a month to persons over 65 years 
of age was introduced by Senator 
James A. Simpson of Birmingham, 
The State would defray one-third 
of the cost of such pensions which 
would be under the supervision of 
the county governing boards. 

The rapidity of the passage of 
the Governor's bills was almost 
without precedent in State history 
and was completed in the absolute 
minimum of legislative days—five. 

Other bills shot through the 
Senate yesterday included those: 

To exempt the Tennessee Valley 
Authorily from State regulation in 
its utility operations. (unanimous 

30 ayes.) 

To give the Governor power to

discharge any appointive execu- 
tive officer without cause. (20 to 


1—Frazer ‘‘no,’’) , 
To consolidate the office of fire 
marshal with that of insurance su- 
perintendent. (29 to 0.) 
To reorganize the Highway ‘De- 


partment into a thrte-man com- 
mission, (25 to 4—Frazer, Rus- 


sell, Tucker and Simpson ‘no.’') 

The house-amended liquor law 
bill was not changed in any sec- 
tion by the Senate, leaving the 
following three questiois on the 
referendum ballot: 

1. Shall Alabama's laws against 
prohibited liquors be modified? 
(Modified submitted for 
by the House.) 

2. Shall Alabama legalize light 
wines and beer? (Originally as 
drawn by administration.) 

3. Shall Alabama legalize hard 
liquors “under strict State regula- 
tion but under no condition any 
saloons?” (Original question made 
no reference to regulation or 
saloons.)

SSS 0 work from sun to sun if they 


love their wife and children, Some 
of us do not do the right kind of 
work when we begin Your mule 
power is the same thing to your 
farm that a motor is to your auto 
mobile, We must use our power 
wisely if we are to succeed, In 
the first place each mule should 
do a full day's work every day and 
we should plan our work so this 
can be done, The first work for 
the mules to do on any farm is 
to build or repair terraces, After 
the terrace work comes the break- 
ing of land and this should be done 
with a two-horse plow. If you are 
#& one-horse farmer you should 
swap work with some other one- 
horse farmer so each of you can 
break your land with a two-horse 
plow. You cannot make good 
crops unless your soil is properly 
broken. After you start your plow 
to turning dirt it is time to re- 
pair fences, clean fence rows, cut 
briars, fill gullies, repair barns, 
clear potato patches, prune and 
fertilize fruit trees, clean out the 
well, as well as the hundred other 
things to be done about a farm, 
After the plow is turning there is 
always another hand or two to do 
all the other thing's, provided you 
can keep that hand at home in- 
stead of in town. While we are 
breaking the land we can have all 
the other things done if we will 
only keep the other forces turn- 
ing just as regularly as the mules 
turn. If anyone should ask me 
for the one great secret of making 
a good crop, IT would reply that it 
was the proper preparation of the 
soil. So begin early and have your 
lands well broken in time for the 
grass and stalks to decay, The 
second great secret of making a 
good crop every year is early 
planting. We all try to save a 
working or two by planting late 
and we generally save about one 
working and one gathering. I 
say plant just as early as the sea- 
sons will permit. Unless we begin 
early to breaking our land we can- 
not hope to plant early. When 
we break our lands early, well and 
deep, we have taken the first step 
to a good crop. When we get our 
planting done at the earliest date 
the seasons will permit we have 
taken the second step and the oth- 
er steps should be easy, Why is 
it that you are so late beginning 
your crop? What have you been 
doing sice December 1st? What 
can you show that your forces 
have-done in the past 60 days? 
Most of us can show nothing.

We are also 
trying two turkey hens and one 
gobbler as an experiment, Before 
we begin our crop we are going to 
build the proper stalls, houses and 
pens for our livestock. We must 
have a good shelter for the cows, 
a nice pen and shed for the sow, 
a good feed pen for the shoats and 
a good hen house for the hens.

We are also preparing a_ nice 
chicken yard for the hens when 
we wish to keep them in. We 
also realize that we must have 
the proper feed for our livestock 
and we are laying some in store 
so there will not be any question 
about it. We are trading with 
our neighbors for such things as 
we do not have and our feed sup- 
ply is about complete. We have 
velvet beans, dry peas, citrons, 
hay, cotton seed, cottonseed meal, 
potatoes and sorghum seed for 
feed. We also realize that we 
must have some green feed and 
grazing and we have already 
start on it. We have planted two 
acres of oats and rye mixed for 
the cows and hogs and we are to 
plant another patch this week. It 
is late to plant a grazing patch 
but a late patch is better than 
not patch at all. We have plant- 
ed a patch of rye for the hens 


and will plant another patch this 
week. We must have a good sup- 
ply of green feed if our stock is 
to do well. We must also pre- 
pare to grow some early corn for 
feed. We have prepared two acres 
of land for an early dent patch 
and we are going to plant one 
acre of this patch February 14. 
The other patch will be planted 
about March 1, and another patch 
will be planted later. If we have 
good luck with our livestock we 
shall have quite a lot to sell next 
fall. We hope to sell eight fat 
hogs, two yearlings, 10 turkeys, a 
lot of eggs and about 100 chickens,
